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BITTER FRUITS OF PROHIBITION. - 


„Little Rhody” Democratic for the First 
Time in a Quarter of a Century. 

Provipence, R. I., April 6.—[Special.]— 
The Republicans have lost the State for the 
first time in a quarter of acentury. John W. 
Davis is elected Governor, and at this writ- 
ing the remainder of the ticket is in doubt. 
The Democratic ticket. swept this city by 1,000 
majority, and it is by just about that majority 


‘that Davis has been elected. The Senate is 


strongly Republican, and the complexon of 
the House will be decided by the new elec- 


tion to be held where no majority was 
obtained. The woman-suffrage amendment 
Was snowed under by a large majority. 
The Legislature is undoubtedly Republican 
on a joint ballot. The causes which have led 
to this tidal- wave in this hitherto stanchly 
Republican State are first, the efforts of a 
Providence paper to ruin the party it could 
not rule; second, a real grievance, greatly 
magnified by the opposition, in the election of 
Gen. Brayton against the best judgment of

MR. HOFFMANN’S MISTAKE. | 


IT MAY LEAD TO THE APPOINTMENT 
OF A NEW APPRAISER. 


President Cleveland’s Interest in Chicago 
Politics—The Printing Combine—Secre- 
tary Bayard and the International Drill 
—Maynard Against Endicott—Our Pro- 
posed War Vesselse—Why an Indian 
Agent Killed a Man—The Pacific Rail- 
road Commission—Brief Mention. 

Wasnineton, D. C., April 6.—[Special.]— 


‘Though the President wants to keep free 


from Chicago entanglements, it is now be- 
lieved that he will be forced to take cog- 


nizance of Appraiser Hoffmann’s attitude in 


the municipal campaign. Mr. Hoffmann has 
some bitter and active enemies who are well 
up in Mr. Cleveland’s confidence. Among 
these are W. C. Goudy and Collector See- 
berger. An Illinois Democrat who is in 
a position to know what is going 
on at the White House said while 
Mr. Goudy was in the city three weeks 
ago arguing before the Supreme Court he 
complained to the President, not of Carter 
Harrison, but of Appraiser Hoffmann, saying 
the Appraiser would hurt the party if he did 
not cease his activity in local affairs. Hoff- 
mann is one of Mr. Cleveland’s pet discover- 
ies, and, though a lawyer, was nominated for 
a business office to catch the German vote. 
His pernicious activity in presiding overa 
convention which hissed down the resolu- 
tions indorsing the Administration might 
have been excused on the ground that 
he could not foretell what the con- 
vention would do. But when he kept on with 
Harrison and Rubens, in behalf.of the An- 
archists it is claimed he compromised the 
Administration. The interview in which he 
is reported to have declared for Nelson in 
preference to Roche has been circulated in 
Washington with the declarations of Post- 
master Judd and other Federal officeholders 
that the question had ceased to be a party 
one aud that they would support the 
Republican candidate for Mayor. The point 
made is that while Hoffmann had a right 
to 2 whom he choose, he had no right 
as a Democrat to become a member of the 
Socialist party. It will be represerſted to the 
President that the keeping of Hoffmann in 
office will be resented by the business-men 
of the city.

THE CHICAGO ENCAMPMENT. 


The State Department has finally decided 
what it can do for the international encamp- 
ment at Chi next October. It was not 
thought the United States Government could 
act officially in the matter of inviting foreign 
Governments to take part in the encamp- 
ment because it was known in advance that 
these overtures would meet with a courteous 
refusal. Secretary Bayard, however, thinks 
that a semi-official sanction may be given the 
enterprise which will insure practical results. 
His idea is tor the Chicago people to pick 
out some one of reputation to go abroad for 
them and invite the codperation of foreign 
Governments. It will then be learned just 
what these Powers can do. There is little 
doubt that most of them would send details 
of officers to represent them officially and 
to report on the military maneuvres. The 
State Department would give the man who 

abroad letters of introduction to the 
merican Ministers and COonsuls which 
would insure his presenting the subject in a 
light that would receive respectful consider- 
ation. Gens. Beveridge and Chetlain have 
been notified of this proposition, but no an- 
swer has yet been received from them. 
: __MAYNARD AGAINST ENDICOTT. 

Judge Maynard relinquished the dffice of 
Second Controller this morning and formally 
entered upon the discharge of his new duties 
as Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. The 
Hvening Star tonight says: 

There have been numerous points of contro- 
versy between Second-Controller Maynard and 

8 Endicott, The Secretary of War has 
not in all cases been willing to accept the de- 
oisions of the Second Controller. and has tried 
on several occasions to have them reversed or 
overruled in some way. There has been a con- 
flict of authority, and Judge Maynard held the 
key to the situation. Two or three months ago 
Mr. Endicott wrote a letter to the Second Con- 
troller in relation to the accounts of Surgeon 
Billings, Lieut. Ray, and Capt. Wheeler, 
for mileage while journeying abroad, which 
had been disallowed, reopened y Far uest of the 
Secretary of War, and again disallowed; and 
also to certain accounts of Capt. J. B. B. Rawiles, 
Majs. Smith and Tucker. and otners. ‘the let- 
ter Mr. Endicott announced that he intended to 
submit the cases to the Court of Claims under 
the provisions of Sec. 2 of the act of March 31, 
1883, which permits matters controverted in the 
executive departments to be sent to the Court of 
Ciaims. Just before retiring from the office of 
the Second Controller,. Ju Maynard sent a 
sharp reply to the Secretary of War. He said 
that the cases had all been settled and the papers 
turned over to the Second Auditor; that the re- 
examination had resultedin sustaining the de- 
cision reached in the first instance, and that the 
matter would not be again reopened. As to the 
announcement that the Secretary of War intend- 
ed to send the cases to the Court of Claims, he calls 
attention to the fact that the cases are entirely 
under the jurisdiction of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and cannot be taken to the Court of Claims 
by the head of any other department. More- 
over, he reminds r. Endicott that the court 
could only give an opinion and not a decision in 
the case should the Secretary of the Treasury 
go there. In conclusion he says: “If the Secre- 
tary of War has any doubt with reference to the 
correctness of his own views upon any or all of 
the abstract questions of law propounded in his 
“letter, the opinion of the Court of Claims there- 
on might be of value w him, but as this office 
has no doubt, and, as far as it can be learned, 
this department has none with reference to the 
correctness of adjustment of the accounts re- 
ferred to, it is not seen how a reference of the 
case by another department to the Court of 
Claims can affect the past or control the future 
action of the Treasury Department thereon.“ 
FOR FIVE NEW WAR VESSELS. 
The Secretary of the Navy today invited 
sealed proposals from the shipbuiiders of 
the United States for building five new war 
vessels. 
The first of these vessels for the construction 
of which bids are solicited is the Newark, a 
4,000-ton cruiser. Proposals were invited for 
this vessel last year, but the bid exceeded the 
limit of cost ($1,100,000) named in the act. 
At its last session Congress increased this 
limit to $1,300,000. Next named in the advertise- 
ment are cruisers Nos.4and5. All of their parts 
are required to be of domestic manufacture, and 
the contractor is required to guarantee in their 
case a maximum speed of nineteen knots an 
hour. For évery quarter-knot of speed exhibited 
above that guarantee the contractor is to receive 
a premium of $,000 over and above his contract 
uarter-knot deficiency in 

peed $5,000 is to be deducted from the contract 
price. Proposals are also invited for building 
two gunboats designated as Nos.3and4. They 
are to be 700-ton vessels of the type of gunboat 
No. 1, now building in Philadelphia, which is re- 
garded as one of the most formidable sloops-of-war 
of modern times. The three cruisers must be 
completed within twenty-four months and the 
two gunboats within eighteen months from the 
execution of the respective contracts. The cost 
of cruiser No. 1, exciusive ot armament, but in- 
cluding equipment, is limited to an amount not 
to exceed $1,300,000. The cost of cruisers Nos. 
4 and 5, including equipment and exclusive 
of armament and premiums for speed, is 
limited to an amount for both vessels of not 
more than $3,000,000. The cost of gunboats Nos. 3 
and 4, exclusive of armament but includin 
equipment, is limited to an amount not ex — 
in „000 each. Payments to each contractor 
will be made in ten eq al installments, as the 
work progresses, upon bills duly certified, from 
which 10 per cent will be reserved to be paid on 
the full and final completion of the contract. 
Proposals will be received at the department un- 
til noon Monday, Aug. 1 next,

“I HAD TO KILL HIM.” 

Indian Commissioner Atkins has received 
the following letter from Indian Agent E. C. 
Osborne, at the Ponca, Pawnee, and Otoe 
ican Indian Territory, under date of April 


With a profound sense of regret I have to re- 
port that in discharging yesterday E. M. Smith, 
a farmer at the Otoe Agency, for general bad 
conduct upon the agency, but chiefly because of 
his ungovernable temper, which was continually 
being turned loose upon both — 2 and In- 
dians, I had to kill him in self-defense. He had 
repeatedly threatened to kill the cierk in charge, 
Mr. Young, who reported his conduct and asked 
that he be discharged. I Went to Otoe to ex- 

lain to him my reasons for ‘discharging him, to 
ear his defense (if he had Boy). to pay him his 
salary for the last quarter, to miss him. 


‘While very quietly and calmly performing the 


duty, he made a violet attack upon the clerk in 
charge, whom he wounded inthe arm. and doubt- 
less ones he had killed, and then turned upon 
Mr. Justice, the agency (‘Dilacksmith, and 
myself, with a cocked revolver, and with the 
manner of a maniac, when 1 shot him dead. I 
am thoroughly convineed that I saved three lives 
in taking his, and whea it is considered that one 
of those three was my own, and the only one I 


have, I trust I may be exonefated.

In addition to work in the High School he 
lectured throughout the State on literary and 
popular subjects. In 1864 he was made Profes- 
sor of Latin in the Chicago University, but after 
retaining the position for a few months resigned 
to enter business. He became general agent of 
the National Life-Insurance Company of Ver- 
mont, and finally ieft this to embark in the fire 
and marine insurance business with the firm of 
I. F. Jobson & Co. Afterwards the firm came 
under his control and has been known for some 
time as Geo C. Clarke & Co. | 

During the latter years of his connection with 
the High School Mr. Clarke studied law, and in 
1865 was admitted to the bar, but never prac- 
ticed. In 1866 he was elected to the Common 
Council, a member of the Board of Education, 
and in the third year of his service became Presi- 
dent. The Clarke School, built about this time, 
was named in his honor. Mr. Clarke was Presi- 
dent of the Board of Underwritersin 1872. He 
was one of the founders of the Washington Park 
Club, a charter member of the Commercial Club, 
and its original Secretary. For years he was 
closely identified with the Second Presbyterian 
Church. His marriage, in 1864, with the daugh- 
ter of Dr. John N. Eldridge, one of the earliest 
of Chicago's settlers, linked him with the pioneer 
history of the city. His wife and three children 
survive him, and were with him at the time of 
his death.] 


D. Wyatt Aiken. 

Corumsia, S. C., April 6.—[Special.}]—Col. 
D. Wyatt Aiken, ex-Congressman from the 
Third District of South Carolina, died at his 
home in Cokebury County at 7 o’clock this

| GALLAGHER’S STORY TOLD. 


MORE TESTIMONY AGAINST SCHWARTZ 
IN THE NICHOLS TRIAL. 


Conversations Between the Accused and 
His Cell-Mate—How.the Former Got 
Possession of So Much Money—Detective 
Pinkerton and Lieut. Shea Also Relate 
Interviews Held with Both of the De- 
fendants— An Interesting Day’s Pro- 
ceedings. 


Morris, Til, April 6.— [Special.] eats 
were in great demand at the Nichols trial 
this morning. The question that was before 
the court for decision was whether Gallagher 
would be permitted to repeat conversations 
had with Schwartz which involved Col. Bow- 
man’s name. Gallagher had been stopped in 
his narrative at a point where he said he and 
Bowman had been indicted in Philadel- 
phia. When the court announced that 
he would hear from the State in refer- 
ence to the pending question, Judge Wing 
arose, and commenced making a 
statement for the people. He had uttered 
but a few words when Col. Bowman stepped 
forward and asked the attention of the court, 
stating that he could probably save Mr.

Gal- 
lagher said to him: Where did this mone 
come from; is it connected with the Roc 
Island robbery?’ Schwartz said it was not, 
and then said that a brakeman on the fore 
part of the train going out to Davenport saw 
a Jew get on a Pullman car with a satchel, 
which he placed under the seat; this satche 
Schwartz said, contained a large amount o 
money; when the train arrived at Davenport 
the brakeman took the satchel and left the 
train, and the Jew continued on to Kansas 
aT without missing his satchel.

Sioux City, Ia., April 6.—In the Haddock 
case today James Junk, Joseph S. Borsch, 
and others testified as to the reputafion of 
Leavitt and Bismarck.

The 
statue, the work of Alexander Doyle ot New 
York City, was cast in sections in Massachu- 
setts three weeks ago, shipped in cases to this 
city, and put together by men sent hither, by 
Doyle. The statue represents Johnston in full 
uniform mounted on an angular steed. The 
rider is reining in his horse, throwing his 
nose high in the air, while with his right 
hand clasping a field-glass he is pointing as 


if directing the movement of troops. : 


Jeff Davis when he beheld it today was 
for a few moments engrossed in careful 
study.

The Only Thing for Him to Do. 
CHICAGO, April 6. [Editor of The Tribune. — 
A man living in the Fifth Ward went today to 
the polling-place on Wentworth avenue, between 
Thirtieth and Thirty-first streets, and offered a 


— Kr ticket. He was registered last fall 
and voted then and has not changed his residence 
since. Vet his vote was refused. He was told 
that some one had called at his house and re- 
rted that he had moved, and hence his name 
ad been erased. The truth is that he had been 
in the house without intermission since his last 
registration, and he produced a letter from his 
landlord to that effect. But still the vote was 
refused. He then went tosee Judge Prendergast, 
but that gentleman was not in, and, having al- 
ready lost half a day's wages in trying to vote, at 
last gave itup. I am informed that others in the 
same ward were similarly treated. Who is to 
blame for this injustice, and what was this man's 
proper course at the time in order to secure his 
ht to vote? What redress has he? X. V. Z. 
In reply to the above letter Election Commis- 
sioner Oehne said yesterday: The man has no 
redress so far as securing the counting of his 
vote is concerned. Of course, he can register 
again and can vote; but after his name has been 
erased and has not been restored before the day 
of election he cannot vote. The Commissioners 
can do nothing. The law provides that when the 
clerk of any precinct finds that a man is not lo- 
cated at the place where the registry locates him 
the clerk must leave a ‘suspect notice’ at the 
house, and also mail one to the man at that ad- 
dress. On receipt of either or both of these no- 
tices the man should apply to the board of re- 
vision in his precinct and have his name restored, 
We have in the office here the sworn statements 
of the clerks in all precincts that they have com- 
plied with the law, and we have also numerous, 
complaints from men who claim to have been de- 
peeves of the right of franchise. If the clerks 
ave neglected their duty, and thus caused people 
to lose their votes, such disfranchised persons 
ought to prosecute the clerks of their precincts. 
The commission can only investigate those mat- 
ters when laid before them; but the court can 
punish by imprisonment clerks who fail to leave 
‘suspect’ notices, or otherwise violate the law.] 


After the Election—What It 
Teaches. 

CHICAGO, April 6.—[Editor of The Tribune.]—

CHICAGO, April 6.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
The lesson of yesterday's struggle must be so 
apparent that he who runs may read. Old party 
organizations in municipal politics have had 
their day. The lines in future contests must be 
drawn more sharply and clearly in local direc- 
tions. The distinction between:Republican and 
Democrat should not be made in municipal 
elections, and political habits of years should 
be dropped outside of National and State con- 
tests, so far as cities are concerned, while the 
Socialistic danger impends.

While the Eastern trunk lines are trying to 
regulate the affairs of the railroads west from 


this city and compel them to submit to their dio- 


tation. they are just beginning to find out that 
they will have to bestow some of their attention 
to their own affairs, as some of the weaker East- 
ern roads, which have heretofore been hardly 
noticed by their more successful competitors, 
have commenced to show a decided spirit of in- 


dependence, and refuse to dance any longer to 
the music furnished wh the trunk lines. The 
New York, Ontario & Western Railroad, which 
runs from Oswego, N. Y., to New York City, and 
furnished an entrance into New York for the 
West Shore Road, has just cometo the con- 
clusion that it will be able te stand upon its own 
bottom, and refuses to abide any longer by the 
dictation of the trunk lines. It has given 
the latter a of their own medi- 
cine by withdrawing from the New York 
emigrant combination, known as the emigrant 
clearing-house, and it means to make hereafter 
such rates on emigrant business from New York 
to the West as it muy deem best for its inter- 
ests. This road has heretofore done the bulk of

OMAHA, Neb., April 6.—The Burlington Rail- 
road Company today let contracts for the build- 
ing of 400 miles of a road from Central City, 
Neb., to the Northwest. This road will run 
from Central City through Merrick, Howard, 
Greeley, Wheeler, Garfield, Brown, and Keyap- 
aha Counties. This brings the line to the north- 


ern tier of Nebraska counties, and from this 
point it is said the Burlington & Missouri 
will soon push its line into the Black 
Hills country. The southern terminus of this 
northwestern line, as already mentioned, is Cen- 
tral City. There is a line from Central City to 
Aurora, Neb.. on the Grand Island Branch of the 
Burlington & Missouri. As soon asthe north- 
western branch is constructed from Central City 
to Keyapaha County, Omaha will have practical 
connection with the Northwest, via the Burling- 
ton & Missouri. The Bur & Missouri has 
let the contract for a branch from Wahoo to 
Schuyler. Their line from Wahoo to Ashland 
will soon be ready. The Burlington & 
Missouri will have their line direct from 
Omaha to Schuyler. From that point a line will 
be run to Cedar City, Neb., the midway point of 
the Northwestern line from Central City to Key- 
apaha County. This once completed, Omaha will 
have her air line to the Northwest, runni 

through Douglas, y, Saunders, Butler, Col- 
fax, Platte, ne, ecler, Garfield, and Brown 
Counties. Contractors have commenced work 
at Cedar City, the midway point on the North- 
western line,and will grade and construct the 
track both ways. Fifteen hundred s, with 
a proportionate number of men, are at work al- 
ready, and this force will soon be increased to 
2,000.

INTERESTING LITIGATION THAT CAME 
TO THE SURFACE YESTERDAY. 


Two Young Women Who Say They Have 
Been Deceived Begin Damage Suits 
Against Two Young Men—The Con- 
tempt Case t the Mayor—Some 
Little Trouble About the Buckingham 
Estate—Notes. 


Two breach of promise cases quite similar in 
weir character were begun yesterday in the Su- 
‘perior Court. One was by Ellen Anderson, a 

Swede girl living with her brother-in-law at No. 
166 Wesson street, against Olof Rubens of No. 
the same street. She says she came here from 
Sweden in 1881, and soon after made the ac- 
quaintance of Rubens. He promised marriage in 
about six months, and induced her to go with 
him to a house he said he had prepared for her. 
She remained there all night, and as she says un- 


willingly, but he couxed her to remain the rest 


ofthe week. Repeated promises of marriage 
were made but as often broken, but she con- 
tinued to live with him ever since. They haa 
several quarrels and she left him two or three 
times, but went back again. He has at last re- 
fused to marry her, and she sues him for $20,000 
damages. 

The second suit was by Augusta Liebermann, 
the 21-year-old daughter of a cigar manufacturer 
near the corner of Taylor and Halsted streets. 
A few months ago she became acquainted with 
Morris Gross, a dudish clerk for Mannheimer & 
Lepman, wholesale‘clothing dealers. He asked 
for her hand, but said he was a free-thinker and 
did not believe in any marriage ceremony. She 
would not take him without, but he induced her 
to go to her brother-in-law's, where they staid 
together several weeks. Then he refused to 
marry her, saying he had a girl in Germany who 
was soon coming over, and his first duty was to 
her. Augusta now sues for $5,000 damages. 


The Harrison Contempt Case. 
About four months ago the Chicago West Di- 
vision Railway Company filed a bill in the Supe- 
‘rior Court against the City of Chicago and Mayor 
Harrison to prevent them from building a rail- 
Way on or across Polk street, near Canal street, 


or across Polk street * and a temporary in- 
junction was granted. e road claimed that 
under ordinances passed about 1864 it had the 
right to lay tracks along Fifth avenue to Polk 
street and westward on Polk street across the 
bridge, and that it still had rights under such 
ordinances, but that the city was about to allow 
the Chicago & Great Western Railroad to cross 
Polk street. which would interfere with its rights.

James Outland, and W. H. Ham- 
ilton, all of Indianapolis, filed a creditor’s bill in 
the United States Circuit Court yesterday 
against M. T. Martin, the Marine Grain & Stock 
Exchange, Carrie E. Martin, C. H. Horton, 
Wilham Skakel, L. H. Bisbee, and the Union 
National Bank on a judgment for 82,850 obtained 
last June inst the Marine Grain & Stock Ex- 
change. e Marine Grain & Stock Exchange is 
a bucket-shop.“ It was incorporated in Sep- 
temper, 1884, with a capital stock of $300,000. The 
entire amount of stock is owned by Carrie E. 
Martin and Skakel, and it is alleged that neither 
of them has paid anything — 2 — his stock sub- 
scriptions. Martin and Skakel are charged with 
converting assets of the corporation. The bank 
is charged, with hav in its possession funds 
of the corporation, and it is claimed that Martin 
holds in his name the title to real estate which 
really belongs to the corporation. 


The Buckingham Estate. 

Ebenezer Buckingham and Ebenezer B. Con- 
vers filed a bill yesterday in the Circuit Court to 
have their duties as trustees under the will of 
the late John Buckingham construed and de- 
termined. By the provisions of the will Eben- 
ezer Buckingham and Ebenezer B. Convers, the. 
complainants, were made trustees of the por- 
tions of the testator's estate bequeathed to his 
two daughters, Alice B. Morrison and Eva Buck- 
ingham. The estate consisted chiefly of the 
testator’s interest in the copartnership of J. & E. 
Buckingham, in which the testator and the com- 
plainant, Ebenezer. Buckingham, 
ciated in the business of elevator and ware- 
housemen. John Buckingham died in July, 1881, 
and since that time the business of the firm 
has been continued by Ebenezer Buckingham 
until last December, when it was commenced 
to be wound up. The bill alleges that there was 
not sufficient estate apart from the testator’s in- 
terest in the partnership to pay the debts and ex- 
penses of administration in the Probate Court, 
and that the complainants accordingly advanced 
over $67,000 out of the firm funds to pay such 
debts and expenses. Itis claimed by Alice B. 
Morrison and Eva Buckingham that the amounts 
thus paid were paid out of the share of firm 
profits to which the testator’s estate was right- 
fully entitled. On the other hand, the complain- 
ant, Ebenezer Buckingham, claims that such 
payments were not made on account of profits, 
that by the terms of the will the tate was not 
entitled to profits, but only to a percentage upon 
the capital of the testator actually invested in 
the business. 

The bull also avers that the amount of capital 
which each partner had invested was not fixed 
and certain, and the court is asked to fix and de- 
termine what amount of capital the testator had 
in the business at the time of his death.

HUNTING FOR A HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Thornton’s Adventures in Pursuit of 
Her Arrested Spouse. 

About five years ago Fred Thornton came to 
Chicago from Dallas, Tex., and was in the saloon 
business on Wabash avenue. He ran a peculiar 
wheel of fortune at Cheltenham Beach last sum- 
mer, which was confiscated. Mr. Thornton was 
surprised last Monday by seeing Capt. Arnold, 
the Chief of Police in Dallas, who charged 


Thornton with selling a house and lot 
on which there was a mortgage of 8400. 


Capt. Arnold had a warrant from, Justice Bray- 


ton, andin his affidavit alleged that Thornton 
had stolen $400 from some one in Chicago. On 
this affidavit the warrant was issued and Thorn- 
ton was taken to a detective agency to be kept 
until a requisition should arrive. 
Meantime Thornton's wite had heard that her 
husband was in custody, and with her attorney 
applied to Judge Anthony for a writ. of habeas 
corpus. The Judge gave it, but when the wife 
reached the agency her husband was no where to 
be found. She begana hunt for him, and after 
hours of search located him in a saloon 
on Canal street, where he was under guard. 
She was all alone when she suddenly came 1 — 
the party, and W. H. Buttner, her attorney, had 
the writ. She found her lawyer, but when she 
returned with him her husband had been again 
spirited away. She again took up the search, 
and, reaching the Twelfth Street Station, asked 
the desk sergeant if sne might see her husband. 
He replied that he knew of no one’s husband be- 
ing locked up there, but she sat down and waited. 
Presently Cant. O'Donnell came into the station 
and to himshe appealed for an opportunity to 
see the prisoner. My woman,” said an 
officer, “your husband is down-stairs; but 
come into the office and sit down, 
you look very tired.“ Mrs. Thornton accepted 
the invitation, and the officer entertained her 
while the prisoner was brought up and hurried 
out of the station without being seen by her. 
She soon became aware that she had been clev- 
erly deceived, and made her way to the Deering 
Street Station, where she found her husband, but 
in she was without her lawyer or the writ. 
She watched the station while she sent for her 
lawyer. Before he arrived she saw her hus- 
band placed in a wagon and rapidly driven east. 
She hired a boy with a grocery cart to follow, 
and was rewarded by seeing the prisoner with 
his guard enter an Alton train. She quietly 
boarded a rear coach and saw the party leave 
the train at Twenty-third street. In a moment 
she was before them, but without her attorney 
or the writ.. She alleges that Capt. Arnold drew 
his revolver and struck her husband a blow. 
She expostulated, and by her tears and the in- 
tercession of the operative was permitted to take 
her husband under guard to a drug store, where 
she washed the blood from his face and head. 
When he was sufficiently recovered he was taken

Wueat aND Frou. — The Minneapolis 
wheat market is at a standstill. Receipts are 
large, but the millers are buying ver, little and 
shippers have stopped buying because they are not 
quite sure about the result of the new Inter-State 
law regarding freight rates. The large shipments 
from here last week both of wheat and flour are 
on orders previously made to get the stuff out 
before Aprill. This also accounts for the de- 
crease in stocks at this pomt. The mills have 
been doing good work the week, as the 
water-power has been steadily improv Itis 
understood that, owing to the dull condition of 
the flour market, some of the mulls will shut 
down before long and that others will red 
their production to about one-half their capaci- 
ty. The flour market is in a bad way. The heavy 
shipments during the last month have cleaned 
the millers out here, but have simply increased 
the already large stocks in the East, and this 
has had a depressing effect on the trade there. It 
is reasonably certain that the mills will not at- 
tempt to do much until the o ing of navigation 
at Duluth, at any rate. By t time the mar- 
kets may improve enough to induce them to go 
to work again, but the general impression seems 
to be that the milling season here will be a very 
dull one. Stocks of wheat are now over 6,000, 00 
bushels more than they were a year ago at the 
three leading cities of the State, and with the 
amount yet to come from farmers and country 
elevators the indications are that when the new 
crop begins to move the elevators at the above- 
named places will havea larger surplus than 
ever before at the beginning of a new crop year. 
Receipts of wheat here last week were 92,000 
busheis, and shipments of flour 168,000 barrels, 
against 119,000 barrels the corresponcing week a 
year ago. 

Shipments of wheat and flour from Minneapo- 
lis to Chicago and Milwaukee began today un- 
der the new dealon transit. All wheat, flour, 
and milistuffs billed to Chicago, Chicago points,

- Owtne to the confusion and excitement 
growing out of the Irish coercion and closure 
debates in the British Commons à bill of a 
drastic and almost revolutionary character, 
introduced by Lord Halsbury, the Lord Chan- 
cellor, in the House of Lords, has attracted 
very little attention. The bill in question 
abolishes primogeniture, prohibits entail, and 
makes the real estate of intestates personal 


property. It-also compels the registration of 
title as a preliminary to the transfer of land 
and the borrowing of money under mort- 
Fuge. It also makes provision for cheapening 
transfer. In point of fact the bill goes very 
far in the customs prevailing in 
the United States in reference to transfer. 
The provision in reference to registration 


: - 
will compel nearly every landholder in Great 
Britain to bring his abstract of title down to 
date, as there are few properties in England 
not subject to mortgage which must be re- 
newed from time to time. The abolition of 
the custom of primogeniture, which has the 
effect of law, will lead to the breaking up of 
the large estates, and will be somewhat revo- 
lutionary in its effects. That the measure 
here described should be introduced by a 
Tory Lord Chancellor must excite something 
more than mild surprise among the British 
Radicals. When Mr. Labouchére introduced 
a bill not quite so radical a couple of years 
ago he was denounced asa leveler and revo- 
lutionist. 


Tun sensation of yesterday in commercial 
circles in this city was the revival of recent 
rumors to the effect that a squeeze on the 
wheat shorts is being engineered for May. 
It is said that the.two principal firms on the 
long side have bought an aggregate of about 
11,000,000 bushels in this market for delivery 
next month, and that they have arranged to 
pay for and hoid as much as may be carried 
round on those contracts. It is suspected 
that some other houses are long to a large 
extent, though their holdings are not so big 
as those of the two firms referred to. The 
plan is supposed to include a locking up of 
the storage room by holding the corn now 
here through next month, which will prevent 
the delivery of the wheat held at other 
points in the West, and most of which has 
been sold in this market. This would practi- 
cally place the immense army of shorts at 
the mercy of the longs, and enable the latter 
to name a very much higher price for settle- 
ment than has been quoted in this city for 
three years past. It is intimated that the 
low price is regarded as assuring a profit in 
the operation, as it would not be difficult to 
restore former quotations in the British mar- 
kets if they were raised here, and the 
chances are very much in favor of handsome 
returns from a bull campaign if conducted 
with judgment. Such conduct cannot be 
doubted if Dame Rumor be correct in assign- 
ing P. D. Armour to the head of the move- 
ment. She may be wrong, however, notonly 
in regard to that detail, but with reference 
to the whole matter.

SOCIALISTIC JUSTICES. 

Now that Chicago has so emphatically pro- 
nounced against Socialism in all its phases it 
is hardly too much to ask that Goy. Oglesby 
shall refuse to send the names of the Social- 
ists to the State Senate for the office of Jus- 
tice of the Peace for this city. Itis true that 
two Socialists have been recommended for 
appointment by a majority of the Cook Coun- 
ty Judges, through what influences itis not 
necessary to inquire; but such recommenda- 
tion is not final, nor isitinfallible. The Gov- 
ernor has the appointing power and should 
exercise it. The Cook County Judges have 
frequently been impelled by pressure to rec- 
ommend very inferior material for Chicago 
Justices, but it is doubtful whether they 
ever made a worse recommendation than in 
the case of Dvorak. That worthyisa rabid 
Socialist, a turbulent agitator, and does not 
stand very high in the esteem of his own na- 
tionality, the Bohemians. He has no proper 
qualification for the office which he seeks, 
and to appoint him would be a blunder as 
well as an offense to public sentiment. To 
give him a commission to interpret the law 
which he derides and to enforce what he 
despises and hates would be an absurdity. 
Dvorak is @ persistent officeseeker. He was 
the Socialist candidate for County Clerk last 
fall amd was defeated by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. He was a candidate 
for Alderman Tuesday in the Sixth 
Ward and was rejected. He did not receive 
two-fifths of the vote cast. Gov. Oglesby 
should send his name back to the Judges 
of Cook County and request them to recom- 
mend some more suitable man. Wheeler, 
Socialist, is uuttle better than Dvorak, 
but he has no fixed residence in this city it is 
said. He is what is called a ‘‘fioater.” His 
name does not appear in the city directory 
during the last six years, which is as far 
back as we have thought it worth while to 
examine the records. How he came to be 
recommended by the Judges has not been 
explained. He is certainly not remarkabie 
for any conspicuous legal qualifications. To 
recommend these two unfit and offensive 
candidates the Judges had to ignore the hon- 
orable services of two excellent men, both 
Republicans—Justice Barker of the North 
Side and Justice Woodman of the West Side 
—against whom nothing can be said and who 
on every principle that should govern the se- 
lection of Justices ought to have been named 
as their own successors. Justice Hammer, 
too, has been in every way a good Justice 
and he ought to be renominated. 

The vote of Tuesday in this city proves 
conclusively that Chicago does not want 
any more judicial officials tainted with 
Socialism. It will be a mistake for the Goy- 
ernor to assist in the effort to force such per- 
sons on the people at the very time when the 
nest of Socialists in the City-Hall is to be 
broken up. If the Governor appoints So- 
cialist Justices (for the Judges only recom- 
mend—he appoints) they will be rejected by 
the Senate, to his discredit. But we are sure 
he won’t do anything of the sort, but will 


can easily find two better and more accepta- 
ble men without traveling many blocks from 
their own courts. And courtesy would prob-

. REGISTRATION AND JURY SERVICE. 
Overwhelming as was the majority for 
Mayor Roche and the rest of the ticket, it is 
safe to say that several thousand Repub- 
licans in this city were disfranchised 
Tuesday by their own deliberate eva 
sion of registration, not counting those 
whe neglected to register through care 
lesness or who were unable to attend to 
the matter at the right time by absence, 
sickness, or some other unavoidable 
obstacle. Add to these the Democrats of the 
same class, also those in the same category 
in both parties in the towns immediately ad- 
jacent to Chicago, and it is a moderate esti- 
mate to say that not less than 10,000 citizens 
in Chicago and adjoining towns voluntarily 
surrendered the right of suffrage. This is 
done chiefly for the purpose of escap- 
ing liability to jury duty. The present 
assumption is that every person competent 
to serve on a jury is registered, and as a con- 


sequence names not appearing on any regis- 


try list are protected against jury service. 
This is a serious evil, and one which can 
easily be remedied by a slight change in the 
law. 

The new Election law provides for a can- 
vass of every precinct by the clerks of elec- 
tion. That canvass, if properly made, should 
supply in effect two lists—first, the voters 
who are registered; and, second, the voters 
who are not registered. Instead of assum- 
ing that the first list is the one from which 
to select juries the law should specifically pro- 
vide that the jurors should be drawn from 
‘the second list unfit exhausted. That would 
put a penalty upon non-registration instead 
of a premium. This substitution, simple and 
easily made, would be areform of no incon- 
siderable importance. It is all wrong to re- 
ward, however indirectly, the evasion of a 
public duty. 

Neglect to discharge one of the highest 
functions of citizenship should not relieve 
the citizen from another. The skulker who 
runs away from the polls ought not to es 
cape the jury-box. If the law were amend- 
ed, as it easily might be, by an act of half a 
dozen lines providing that juries shall 
be drawn exclusively from the list 
of non-registered lawful voters of the statutory 
age until the same shall be exhausted there 
would be such a rush of the dodgers to the 
registration lists as would surprise the 
judges, and among the delinquents would be 
found some of the largest property-owners in 
Chicago and men who have the greatest 
material interest in the good government of 
the city. 

An examination of the section of the Elec- 
tion law to which we have referred in con- 
nection with Senator Gibbs’ new Jury Com- 
missioner bill will show “hat the plan is 
easily feamble, and that the two laws would 
work together admirably toward the same 
end without extra expense. 


THE GOVERNOR AND THE COMMISSIONERS. 

An appeal has been made to Gov. Oglesby 
by the members of the special grand jury 
which completed its labors last Saturday to 
submit tothe General Assembly “such rec- 
ommendations as will bring about a law that 
will remedy” the existing state of affairs in 
Cook County. The jurors see no prospect for 
improvement under the existing law. The 
ramifications of demoralization”’ have been 
s0 extensive and widespread that almost if 
not every one“ having dealings with the 
Board of County Commissioners has been 
corrupted. The grand jurors also declared 
in their report of last Saturday that tbere 
is “a total lack of honesty” in the manage- 
mentof the county institutions and in the 
transaction of county business. The men 
who are responsible for this deplorable state 
of things, and whom the grand jurors have 
indicted for conspiracy, bribery, and other 
crimes, are yet in control of the county in- 
stitutions and transact the county’s business. 
As long as the law’s delays will per- 
mit they will continue to do so unless cut 
short by the Legislature. The only way out 
of the dilema is to make a radical change in 
the County Board law. In effect the grand 
jurors say so in their appeal to the Governor. 
Though they courteously refrain from sug- 
gesting the character of the change, there is 
good reason to believe that they consider the 
best remedy would be the wiping out of the 
present board as soon as possible. 

The Governor will so understand them 
when he learns that seven men who are un- 
der from eight to twenty-five indictments for 
conspiracy or bribery or subornation of per- 
jury are, with the assistance of a feeble asso- 
ciate easily bamboozled, managing the caun- 
ty’s businéss at the present time, selecting 
employés, ordering supplies, and regulating 
the finances; that the presiding officer of the 
board is under nineteen indictments, and 
that the Wardens of the principal county in- 
stitutions are under twenty-four and twenty- 
three indictments respectively. Those Ward- 
ens make requisition and receipt for the sup- 
plies which the Commissioners order now as 
before the grand jury investigation, though 
the principal charge against them is that 
they kept false count of goods received in or- 
der to cheat the county, and that in this they 
were in collusion with the County Commis- 
sioners who, like themselves, are under ban. 
This is a scandalous state of affairs and re- 
quires heroic treatment. The Governor will 
surely see the need for prompt action in the 
crisis. 


THE OTTAWA DELEGATES’ TALL STORIES. 

Dr. Rauch’s report on the pollution of the 
Desplaines and Illinois Rivers by Chicago 
sewage during the months of December and 
January last, a synopsis of which was printed 
in Toe TRIBUNE, affords a complete contra- 
diction of the cock-and-bull stories of the 
noisy alarmists who met in the convention 
called for purposes of legislative deception at 
Ottawa the other day. If one would believe 
those gentlemen, all the Illinois River towns 
are threatened with dire pestilence every 
year by this sewage, and they demand in 
order that it shall be diluted in accordance 
with their ideas that Chicago shall construct 
a first-class lake propeller waterway of 200 
feet in width and carrying fifteen feet of 
water all the way to La Salle, together with 
numerous other impossibilities referred to 
elsewhere.. 

Now. what are the facts according to Dr. 
Rauch? When the Bridgeport pumping works 
are in full working order he says that there 
is scarcely a perceptible odor from the river 
at Ottawa, and none at all at Peoria, The 
amount of ammonia in the river at Joliet Jan. 
20, two days after the pumping works were 
set in motion, was 3.24 per cent, the river 
was turbid, and the odor was slight.“ Jan. 
15 the amount of ammonia “ was 5.40 and the 
odor was very slight.” At Ottawa the same 
day “the water was clear, with very little 
odor and only two or three parts of am- 
monia.”’ 

Now, as everybody knows, the offensive 
smell of the river and the canal in winter is 
much greater than in summer. The ice-cov- 
ering prevents the free flow of the water, 
reducing the velocity, and it also shuts out 
the air, which aids in oxidation. In the sum- 
mer months there is hardly any odor from 
the canal below Lockport. Below the point

where the Kankakee joins the river there is 
very slight odor in Winter, as appears from 
Dr. Rauch’s investigations. An merease of 
10 or 20 per cent in the amount of water sent 
down the canal would render the sewage en- 
tirely innocuous outside the city limits, yet 


the captious, fault-finding malcontents want 
it increased about twenty-five fold—for pur- 


poses of steamboat navigation for the benefit 
of Joliet. ‘What modest people! : 
They even gravely ask that the new drain- 


“age channel to be constructed shall be sufii- 


cient to perfectly dilute the sewage of a city 
as large as London, which has now more than 
six times the population of Chicago, and has 
a population as large as all Illinois and Iowa 
put together! Who can tell what the growth 
of Chicago shall be in the years hereafter 
with the threat of the Socialistic propaganda 
of destruction hanging over it and à horde of 
foreign Communists constantly pouring into 
it? But evidently the Joliet professional 
alarmists do not care much about facts; their 
wildly lying stories are gotten up for legisla 
tive deception just now. 3 

Chicago’ proposes to construct such a chan- 
nel as willamply dilute the sewage, leaving 
the width and depth to be determined by a 
commission to be appointed by the Governor 
and according to Chicago’s ability to find the 
money. Chicago is willing to pay for the 
construction of the channel and make it as 
large as she can afford, and pay for any dam- 
ages inflicted on property-owners along the 
line of the cutting. But she does not propose 
to build a great ship-canal to the Mississippi 
for the commercial benefit of any river town. 
Chicago is willing to cut a channel capacious 
enough to carry sufficient water to completely 
abate and efface the alleged sewage nuisance 
which the land speculators of Joliet complain 
about, but she doesn’t propose to build a 25 or 
30 million ship-canal from here to Joliet for 
the purpose of transferring her lake com- 
merce to that ambitious burg. That fact may 
as well be understood now as hereafter.

Roche received 51,268 votes 
Tuesday, or more than a majority of the total 
registration. He received 8,000 more votes than 
were ever cast for Harrison for Mayor, and his 
plurality was 18,000 more than Harrison's highest 
Mayoralty plurality. 

It is childish to compare Harrison's Guberna- 
torial vote in the Presidential year—before the 
Election law was passed and when the tin-star 
constables were subsidized by public money to 
work for the ticket—with the vote cast this 
spring for city officers only under a stringent 
Registration and Election law. Yet even in this 
election Roche received only 2,000 fewer votes 
than were cast for Harrisonin the Presidential 
year, and his plurality was about 20,000 more 
than Harrison's even in that year.

If there had been as full a vote this year 
as in 1884 Roche would have received 70,000, and 
his plurality would have been 40,000 to 45,000.

IN THE POLITICAL FIELD. 
VARYING HOPES AND FEARS OF THE 
MICHIGAN PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The Majority Against the Amendment Re- 
duced by the Later Estimates—Ciaims 
that Colonies of Voters Were Imported 
from Ohio, Canada, and Wisconsin—Re- 
sults-of the Election in Milwaukee—Tri- 
amph of the Decent People of St. Louls. 

Detroit, Mich., April 6.—[Special.]— 

Among the numerous things agitating the 

amendment folks none causes a greater fiut- 

ter than the charge that there were a large 

mber of voters brought iuto this State 
ffom Northern Ohio, Canada, and Milwau- 
kee, who voted against the amendment. 

Color is given to this claim by the Toledo 

papers, which sounded the warning and de- 

clared unequivocally that a portion of Ohio’s 
population haa moved over into Michigan for 
political purposes only, and that they would 
resume their local habitation in the Buckeye 

State. There is hardly any doubt that 

there were frauds committed, but they are 

probably exaggerated by the Prohibitionists. 

The 6,000 majority against the amendment 

with which the day opened has been reduced 

at 6o’clock this evening to less than 3,000. 

The uncertainty has caused another anxious 

day to liquor-dealers and Prohibitionists. It 


may be several days yet before the returns

Death of a Woman Who “ Washed Lady 
Washington's Feet.“ 

Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle: The death of 
Aunt Lucindy Hill, in Marion County, recalls 
her to the memory of the oldest citizens of 
Augusta, who recollect her as having been 
the housemaid of Gen. heard when George 
Washington visited Augusta during his Pres- 
idential term.

The 
old man grew so decrepit that he could not 
leave his cabin, when Aunt Lucindy under- 
took to provide for him alone. She 8 a 
visit te the family of W. H. Onerington, and, 
leaving that house near sunset, was 
of no more until a week later, when some 
boys found her dead body on an unused path- 
way, which she had taken for home. It is 
— sed that she was taken suddenly ill, 
ering it impossible for her to reach her 
— and, lying down, she died alone. Her 
husband being unable to leave his cabin 
could not give the alarm of her absence. 
Uncle Jim, who is remarkably intelligent for 
one of his color, bemoaned the loss of his 
wife sadly, but readily answered all questions 


asked. rom this conversation it 
was learned that before the War 
Jim had asked his master his

old at least. He met Aunt Lucindy after she 
had been sold by Gen. to William 
Thomas, who took her to Clarke County.

Although she 
had ‘borne by her first husband thir- 
teen children, she afterwards became the 
mother of nine more by her second marriage.

— ried and no longer particularly juvenile, 
who make this their business in life. To 
eat and know what is going on is all they 
live for. They seldom go out, have no in-. 
terests or occupation, and gradually every 
feminine trait becomes subordinated until 
curiosity becomes a passion. Every time the 
bell rings they know it, as they do the con- 
tents of every bundle that arrives. They see 
the letters at the plates before the owners see 
them themselves, and cleverly draw out of 
the recipients who they are from if it takes 
six months to do it. They invite and culti- 
vate the confidence of every newcomer 
solely.to minister to their absorbing passion. 

Quite often the woman who keeps the 
boarding-house is afflicted with this frenzy 
herself, and the case. is well authenticated 
of a keeper of afashionable boarding-house 
in this city who opened and read, by steam- 
ing them, the letters of most of e ladies 
in the house for six months before she was 
discov There are a number of board- 
ing-houses where every letter and every 
package received into the house is taken to 
the mistress before they reach their rooms. 
In all such espionage as this of course servants 
have a share, and, as a rule, not only lend 
themselves easily ‘to it, but in time become 
adepts themselves.
